Yo separate military, political working groups 
From ‘accords’ to a treaty as 
peace talks start in Washington

WASHINGTON, — At the opening round of the - 
Blair House peace treaty conference yesterday, . 
the U.S., Israel and Egypt agreed that all formal 
negotiations involving both military and political 
issues will be carried out ‘“‘on a group basis,” - 
meaning there will be no separation into smaller 
working committees. 

A U.S. conference spokesman said that the three delegations 
reached this decision because the ‘military and political elements" 
of the peace treaty are ‘'really inseparable — they cannot easily be 
divided.” 

Earlier, it had been assumed that the talks would split into 


smaller working groups based on subjects. But one of the first 
orders of business was to discard this idea, lumping all the outstan-

Conference in 
gala opening

WASHINGTON. — With the U.S. 
clearly orchestrating the major 
behind-the-scenes developments, 
Israeli and Egyptian represen- 
tatives yesterday sat down to draft a 
formal peace treaty ending their 30- 

year state of war. 

President Jimmy Carter kicked 
off the negotiations at a 15-minute 
ceremonial session in the East Room 
of the White House, the same loca- 
tion where, on September 17, he sign- 
ed the two Camp David framework 
agreements with Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and President 
Anwar Sadat. - 

This time, Carter was flanked by 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan and 
Defence Minister Kamal Hassan Ali, 
the respective heads of the Israeli 
and Egyptian delegations. The three 
men spoke from prepared texts, 
behind a blue-topped lectern with the 
U.S. presidential seal. 

Behind the three men, on the gold- 
carpeted podium, were the U.S., 
Egyptian, Israeli and UN flags --- as 
they were outside Blair House, the 
official site for the peace treaty 
negotiations, across the street from 
the White House. 

The UN flag was needed because 
the Israeli-Egyptian framework 
agreement had stipulated that “‘the 
site of the negotiations will be under 
a United Nations flag at a location to 
be mutually’ agreed."" But an 
American spokesman said that no 
representative from the world bady 
‘was present at the talks or at the’ 
opening White House ceremony. 

The spokesman, State Department 
official George Sherman, said that

President Jimmy Carter, at the 
opening’ ceremonial session, once 
again called upon Jordan and the 
West Bank and Gaza Palestinians to 
Join the talks. “‘Again," he declared, 
“we invite Jordan, the inhabitants of 
the West Bank and Gaza, and others 
who are ready to seize this opportunt- 
ty, to join us in our search for 
peace."’ And Carter had a warning 
for them if they refused to par- 
ticipate: ‘“The alternative is drift, 
stalemate, continued enmity and 
perhaps even another war." 

America's role in the conference 
was highilghted yesterday. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance held 
separate bilateral sessiona with both 
the Israeli and Egyptian teams as 
well as chairing two plenary sessions 
with all three groups. 

The head of the Egyptian delega- 
tion, Defence Minister Kamal 
Hassan All, underscored the impor- 
tance Egypt attaches to the con- 
tinued U.S. role in the talks. ''We at- 
tach the greatest importance to the 
continuation of this partnership until 
8. comprehensive peace is achieved

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
was bfief in hid remarks, expressing 
Israel's gratitude to Carter and the 
U.S. for taking the initiative in 
hosting the treaty negotiations.

At the White House, Carter 
teferred to the hope for parallel | 
progress on the West Bank and Gaza 
issues. He said: "A peace treaty 
between Egypt and Israel should be 
complemented by progress toward 
fulfilment of the provisions of the 
general framework agreement 
which was conducted at Camp David 
dealing with the West Bank and Gaza 
and the just solution of the Palesti- 
nian problem in all !ts aspects.” 

And in an apparent effort to 
reassure Egypt, Carter said that the 
U.S. "16 committed without reserva- 
tion to seeing this great process 
through until each party to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict is at peace with all the 
others."” 

As he has done ever since Camp 
David, Carter heaped praise on both 
President Anwar Sadat and Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin for their 
“courage and wisdom" in agreeing 
to accommodate themselves to the 
peace procesa.

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U.S. citizenship bill

. of one American parent had to live 


continually in the U.S. for two yeara 
between the of 14 and 28 in 
order to retain their American 
citizenship, or alternatively, the 
atien parent (if there was one) had to 
be naturalized as a U.S. citizen 
before the child was 18. 

The other section that was repeal- 
ed provided that children of 
American parents born outside the 
U.S. and who acquired dual 
nationality at birth (as in Israel) 
would automaticality and involun- 
tarily be stripped of their U.S.

The U.S. Consulate in Jerusalem 
has not yet received officia! confir- 
mation of the law, but notes that 
Congress intended the bill to 
eliminate discrimination against 
such children born abroad. Con- 
sulate sources would not estimate 
how. many youngsters here will be 
aftected by the change. However, at 
Teast 600 children born in Jerusalem 
alone are registered every year as 
U.S. citizens, and a considerable 
number are probably the product ofa 

“‘inixed"* (Israel citizen and 
American citizen) 

Parents are suppoged to register 
their children as citizens within five 
years after their birth, but if they 
negiect to do so, the children can still 
make a claim to U.S. citizenship 
later. 

. The new law was written: following 
pressure by the new activist 
organization "'American Citizens 
Abroad,” which ig based in Geneva. 
The organization is pressing for 
further changes in the immigration 
law, to erase a section under which 
an American married to an alien and 
living outside the U.S. must have liv- 
ed in the U.S. at least 10 years, five of 
them under the age of 14, in order to 
ve able to transmit his (or her) U.S. 
citizenship to his (or her)’ children 
born abroad. But consulate officials 
told The Jerusalem Post that such a 
bill would have a hard time being 
passed. It would create‘the absurd 
situation of people living outside the 
U.S. whose distant ancestors born in 
the U.S. give them automatic. 
American citizenship, even if the 
descendants can't speak English and 
never heard of George Washington. 


Meshel threatens to break 
off dialogue with Ehrlich

A confrontation between Histadrut 
secretary-general Yeruham Meshel 
and Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
appears to be looming 85 
November's price rises and ex- 
pected labour unrest draw nearer.

Along 
with high prices, 50-100 per cent 
above last year's, the fact that 


“have little time to construct their 


booths before the holiday is probably 
the reason that many customers 
have not yet gone to market. 
Merchants expect bigger crowds to- 
day, and especially Sunday, when 
prices are expected to fall slightly. 
The cost of a set of the Four 
Spectes varies greatly, depending on 
their quality, where and when they 
are purchased, and who does the 
purchasing (tourists are sometimes 
duped into paying exorbitant 
prices). Prominent rabbis have 
warned the religious public not to go 
overboard on expenses for the holi- 
day, since the most costly etrogim 
serve as status symbols and can 
deplete a family’s budget. Rumours 
circulating in Mea Shearim yester- 
day had it that one etrog sold for 
15,000. A reasonable set for the holi- 
day can, however, be purchased for 
a few hundred pounds, and a succa of 
scrap wood and sheets can be 
erected by hand. 

Jewish males are required to live 
(or at least take meals) in the booths 
in order to re-enact the nomadic ex- 
istence of their ancestors-during the 
40-year trek through Sinai to ‘the 
Promised Land. as 

The Jerusalem municipality

Distinguished ministers, Mr. Vice 
President, Mr. Secretary, friends: - 
For 2,000 years in the Middle East, 
people have cried, "peace, peace’ 
when there was no peace. The 
burden of war has lain heavily on 
this troubled ground. But less than 
. one month ago; President Sadat of 
Egypt and Prime Minister Begin of 
Israel created a chance for true 
peace. In their negotiations at Carhp 
David, they displayed the wisdom 
and the courage necessary to forge ἃ 
framework for peace in the Middle 
East. 

Everyone who shares their dream 
of bringing division and bitterness to 
an end {n the Middle Kast will join.me 
in welcoming their representatives 
to Washington as they take their next 
vital steps toward turning that 
framework into a lasting structure of 
peace. 

No one who is aware of the history 
of our own generation, or of this cen- 
tury, or Indeed of the last 20 or more 
centuries, can overlook the historic 
importance of this event — the mo- 
ment when Egyptians and Israelis 
meet to begin negotiating the terms 
of a treaty which will define in a 
Practical and concrete way relations 
of peace between them. 

Our meeting today gives us a 
measure of what has been ac- 
complished and what remains to be 
done to make peace and dignity, a 
reality for all the people of the Mid- 
die East. We have certainly not 
resolved all the issues, nor removed 
all the risks. We have established, 
however, principles and procedures 
for resolving the negotiations ahead. 

Again, we invite Jordan, the tn- 
habitants of the West Bank and 
Gaza, and others who are ready to 
seize this opportunity, to join us in 
our search for peace. 

The alternative is drift, stalemate, 
continued enmity and perhaps even 
another war. 

The talks that begin today deal 
primarily with that part of the Camp 
David framework related to a peace 
between Egypt and Israel to es- 

. tablish the specific terms by which 
‘Egypt will assume its full exercise of 
authority and sovereignty over the 
Sinai, under which security will be 
insured to both nations, both peoples, 
and under which the two countries 
will live and work together as 
peaceful neighbours. 

This peace between these two 
great nations must be the foundation 
and the first step toward the larger, 
even greater, more important result 
which we all seek — a comprehen- 
sive and a lasting settlement 
between Israe] and all her 
neighbours. A peace treaty between 


plemented by progress ‘toward 
fulfilment of “ἔπε provisions: of the 
general framework agreement 
which was conducted at Camp David 
dealing with the West Bank and 
Gaza and the just solution of the 
Palestinian question in all its 
aspects, 

I the days since Camp David we 

have seen difficult but important 
decisions made in both Egypt and 
Israel, decisions which demonstrate 
the firm commitment of the leaders, 
the governments and the peoples to 
this great effort, decisions which 
demonstrate ‘their willingness and 
their ability to turn the existing com- 
mitment to peace into an early reali- 
ty. 
With President Sadat's striking vi- 
sion of the future he has made even 
more clear his nation’s determina- 
tion to achieve peace, not only for 
Egyptians, but for all those involved 
in or affected by recent conflict, a 
peace that answers their yearning 
for an end to bloodshed, an end to 
destruction, and assures the 
legitimate rights of all who have suf- 
fered or who might suffer in the 
future through never-ending war. 

In these recent days Prime 
Minister Begin has displayed once 
again his courage and his 
statesmanship, his determination in 
dealing with the very difficult 
decisions which are necessary and 
must be taken for peace.

Their obsolete goals and structures 
have already led these societies to 
disasters — from inflation and 
stagnation to crime, juvenile 
prostitution and corruption.

We seem to be witnessing 
now a frightening repetition of the 
ancient pattern: a decaying intellec- 
tual drive accompanied by military 
miracies. 

[have a doubt on α grander scaie: 
Perhaps Israel really ἐπ in the avant- 
garde of today. Pertaps the future 
really does belong to those who are 
stubborn, technically skilled, unar- 
tistic, and unscientific. Perhaps this 
is what the people of modern Israel 
have really. discovered. I hope this is

These few examples of missed op- 
portunities illustrate why Israel's 
standing in modern civilization has a 
flavour of mediocrity. A friend toid 
the students of the Technion 25 years 
ago that they should do “only what 
nobody else can do.’* What has 
happened since? Israel science and 
technology are doing — sometimes 
quite well, to be sure — what can he 
done in many other countries. When 
King Henry VIII of England needed 
legal advice, he applied to the rabbi 
of the ghetto of Venice, among 
others. How many seek advice in 
Israel today? 


JEWISH HISTORY indicates what 
should be done. Jews traditionally 
filled the chinks In the social and 
economic structure of the Gentile 
world, where there was a demand 
for the skills and services not 
supplied by that world itself. A 
Jewish coramunity living by ita wits, 
with its abundance of watchmakers, 
carpenters, grain merchants, etc., 
presented a pool of human resources 
for a wide range of innovations. 

Now Western civilization has 
brought upon itself great strain, to 
put it mildly. It performs inade- 
quately in many ff not all of its struc- 
tures, thereby opening an epidemic 
of new “chinks."’ This should offer 
Jewry a unique opportunity to supp- 
ly a part of the intellectual resources 
necessary for modern survival. If 
these resources are used on the 
world scene, the world itself will 
protect them. 

One could pursue this trend in 
many obvious directions. In science 
and technology, I would list par- 
ticularly computer software and the 
whole field of artificial intelligence, 
with its highly marketable products 
and know-how. 

Just a few other promising fields, 
selected almost at random from a 
multitude of possibilitles, are: 
management technology; system 
analysis and mathematical 
economy: think-tank: services 
{Israel could provide a best, if not 
the best one); applied psychology; 
new types of agriculture; new types 
of -public transportatio new 


require very modest financing. 
However, they require the creation 
of a new, indigenous scientific style. 
This demands, in turn, & mental fer- 
tilization and the cultivation of in- 
teliectual resources through pre proper 
education from early chil 
Culture-orlented industries offer 
no fewer possibilities. If we consider 
the role played by Jews In music and 
entertainment in the West, it is clear 
that Israel could also export those 
services.

THERE ARE much more important 
problema, critica! not only for Israel 
but for all of mankind. Many of them 
could welj be explored in Israel 
because of a unique combination 
there: the people have the necessary 
traditions; the country is ama}l 
enough for nationwide experiments; 
the state is still relatively young and 
still to some extent free of obsolete 
structures, although these are in- 
creasing and growing rapidly. 

Onc of these problems fs the crea 
tion of a new system ‘of education, 
without which social Ils will con- 
tinue to develop and healthy 
behaviour patterns cannot be main- 
tained. The right of children to effec- 
tive early education — trom 
the nursery, If it cannot be supplied 
at the home — may be even more im- 
portant than the political rights of 
adults, because without proper train- 
ing the rights of the individual will 
serve him little. It is training and 
knowledge that give the individual 
an almost unlimited advantage in 
such fields as economics and 
science. People in non-intellectual 
occupations need education to 
secure their earning power. Israel 
should be in the forefront of a search 
for a new and better educational 
system, 


I HAVE a sentimental reason for 
writing all this. I was brought up in 
the tradition of the Hast European 
shtectl I hope that in some way the 
flavour of this tradition can be 
preserved. The Yiddish language is 
already a fossil, and the antiquated 
European Jewish forms of dress of 
the 19th century are not worth 
fighting to preserve. 

But I do wish to pass on to my 
children some memory of that 
bygone era, of the bittersweet, 
shadowy, but not vanished past. Is it 
possible to preserve the flavour of 
the shtet? without the substance? 

T am the product of a tradition in 
which the notion of assimilation is 
anathema. To my mother, the idea 
that her grandchildren could be rais- 
ed in any other way than as Jews 
was a scandalous thought. She rests 
quietly In her grave: that crime was 
not committed by her offspring. 

But intermarriage and asstmila- 
tion are not the only dangers. The 
threats implicit in other forms of 
“conversion” are just as great. 
Israe] could just melt into the 
landscape that surrounds it. 


ISRAEL Is always busy with war. 
Great minds such as Menahem 
Begin and Moshe Dayan are oc- 
cupied with Israel's security needs. 
Can the planning for peace wait? 1 
doubt that security problems will 
ever be solved without such plan- 
ning. And Israel has enough wise 
heads to deal with the problems of 
both war and peace. 

Broad new perspectives have been 
opened to Israel by Camp David.

They must not 6 ruined by euphoric 
inaction or by trivial snap decisions. 

Ta it already too late? Have the 
new Israelis already bungled the 
job? The longer we wait, the truer 
this is likely to be. The more 
probable this becomes, the more 
urgent is this message. 

It seems to me that the sabras 
have abandoned the Jewish inteliec- 
tual tradition. Thelr mode of ex- 
istence has a small chance of 
success or even survival. The 
language and the dress and the 
music of the Diaspora may have 
been lost. But was it necessary, and 
is it safe to lose the Jewishness at the 
same time?

anxiously, when asking him to 
assume such vast powers, that he 
was not to try to retain them, but 
must surrender them the moment he 
had overcome the crisis.

Slower rise of housing costs Ὁ 
seen by Shikun U’Pituah head — ,

_ ‘Bath predictions came true. 

᾿ This year, after considerable per- 
suasion (he is evidently afraid of 
jeopardizing his reputation as a 
prophet), he reluctantly made 
several more predictions. 

- First, the price of housing wil con- 
tinue to rise, but not at the present 


᾿ lizzy rate. 


‘Second, housing price rises will be 


‘tempered by three or possibly four 
- factors. The first is that rig Ae} 


‘Landa Administration will soon 
release considerable amounts of 
land for both public and private 
‘building. Land for private building 


- will be-sold at current market prices, 


which will cause the price of private 


. plots to level off somewhat. 


The second factor mitigating the 
rise in housing costs is that ‘“‘we are 
finally moving into an era of in- 
dustrialized building.” This means 
prefabricated flats of standard 
quality, and it definitely does not 
mean we are going to build slums, he 
said. 

Third, due to prefabrication there 


- will be enough building workers

around, despite the large numbers of 
men who will be attracted to the 
Negev to build the two new airbagea 


“and other military projects there. 


And fourth, if peace really comes, 
there may be thousands of Egyptian 


- building workers eager for jobs, who 


‘will cross over into Israel just as to- 
day scores of thousands of Arabs 
cross over from the administered 
areas to find their livelihood here, he 
pointed out. 

But if 811 of this or most of it takes 
Place, why will the price of flats con- 
tinue to rise? 

“The law of supply and demand, 
Merely to keep housing price rises In 
line with those of other commodities, 
we will have to make 55,000 building 
starts, that 15 to aay, to start building 
55,000 flats within the next year. If 
we build more, the demand for flats 
will ease off, if we build legs, prices 
will rise steeply to meet the 
demoend." 


Nobody knows today how many 
building starts will be made. Shikun 
U'Pituah dots not even know how 
many it will make itself. Tichon es- 
timates between 3,000 and 6,000. This 
includes 700 already in-an advanced 
stage of planning for the Negev, in 
Ellat, Arad and Beersheba, which 
should be ready within a year or 50 
for the construction workers moving 
south to build the new military line. 

“But one thing is certain,"' Tichon 
says. “If we build 6,000, the bigger 
part. perhaps 4,500, will be prefabs. 
Moreover, 3,000 of the 6,000 will be 
rental flats.” However, at the pre- 
sent time, he does not know how 
much the monthly rent will be, but a

small two-room flat will probably 
cost 1L300,000 to IL400,000 — to buy. 

These flats will be definitely of a 
utility standard. No ornamental 
arches, like those in the Gile quarter 
of Jerusalem. They will be much 
closer in appearance to those in the 
Ramot Eshkol and French Hill 
quarters of Jerusalem. And I think 
everybody agrees that these two 
quarters are quite nice looking, he 
says. 

‘The new Shikun U"Pituah quarters 
will all be built as integral units, with 
shopping centres and kindergartens 
and schools, he promises. 

And finally, Tichon makes one 
prediction in regard to the stock 
market. “Prices will fluctuate in 
both directions, but unless 
something drastic happens, the 
shifts will not be large. If you have 
any spare cash around and you want 
to preserve its value and make a 
reasonable income, invest In index- 
linked bonds.” 


Bond redemptions will fuel

practical way of protecting the value 
of their money, while at the same 
time keeping the funds liquid. 

It should be noted that the savings 
schemes offered by commercial 
banks. offer a yield of only two per 
cent: ‘This-means that forthe Κ᾽ δέτε Οὗ 
only one'percentage point: over the 
yield of government bonds, the in- 
vestor forfeits the liquidity of his 
funds for six years.

Exports, excluding diamonds, fell 
five per cent in September, following ἢ 
ἃ ten per cent decline in August, ac- 
cording to seasonally adjusted data 
published yesterday by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

Total exports in September 
amounted to $291m., of which $278m. 
were industrial exports. Exports of 
manufactured goods, excluding 
diamonds, were-$138.7m., compared 
with $159.1m. in August and $i7Tim. 
in July. In September 1977, when in- 
dustrial exports, except for 
diamonds, were $112.2m., the level 
was 23 per cent higher than this 
year. 


The data, which do not include 
Israeli exports to the administered 
_ territories, show that the average - 
monthly level of exports — again, 
without diamonds, ships and planes 
— which inthe first quarter of the 
year went up by 13 per cent, fell by 
five per cent in the last three 
months. 


In the first nine months of the 
year, total net exports amounted to 


;, $2.652m., compared with $2,08am. in 


the same period last year. The 
overall increase was 27 per cent. 


While diamond exports, in current 
values, went up by 36 per cent, other 
manufactures rose by 23 per cent 
and agricultural exports increased 
by only 20 per cent, The increase in 
diamond exports accounted for more 
than half the total increase in the 
value of exports.

“We believe that setting of wage 
and other job-related policy should 
be handled by a body other than that

West Bank and Gaza farmers produce 
18% of Israel’s agricultural output 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The value of agricultural produc- 
tion in the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
amounted to IL2.6b. in the 
agricultural year ended on 
September 30, according to es- 
timates published by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

This output represents about 18 
per cent of the value of Israel's 
agricultural production in the same 
period. The estimates are at current 
prices. 

The CBS spokesman pointed out 
that agricultural production in the 
West Bank is characterized by sharp 
bi-annual fluctuations as a result-of 
the predominance of olive oil produc- 
tion. Olive groves yield high crops in 
alternate years. In addition, 
irrigated cultivation is much less 
prevalent in the administered 
territories, and crops therefore fluc- 
tuate more widely with changes of 
rain precipitation than in Israel. 

In the year under review 


agricultural output in the ad- 
ministered territories fell by ten per 
cent, in real terms, in contrast with a 
rise of 22 per cent the previous year. 
Over the last ten years agricultural 
output in the West Bank and Gaza 
has grown by an annual average of 
11 per cent in real terms. . 


The olive crop in the Weat Bank 
was poor this year, and that was the 
main factor behind a 14 per cent fall 
in real output. In the preceding year, 
output had gone up by 28 per cent. 
When olives are excluded, the output 
for other crops remained virtually 
unchanged. A good olive harvest is 
expected in the coming agricultural 
year. 

The average annua! revenue of an 
independent farmer in the ad- 
ministered territories was IL58,000, 
compared with IL45,000 last year. 
The consumer price index in the 
territories rose in that period by 33 
per cent, so that real revenue has

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The UN’s sordid joke 


THE CHARACTER of the killer-with-a-grin 


is not unknown in 


film history. A movie recently produced by the United Nations 
‘centres around the figure of such a one, by the name of Yasser 
Arafat. He wiil be played by himself, as a national hero, aided 
by a large cast made up of the dedicated assassins of his very 
own Palestine Liberation Organization. 


This sordid joke has been perpetra’ 


ted through the efforts of a 


“special unit on Palestinian righta’’ set up by the General 
Assembly last year. It will be unveiled as the main attraction of 
eelebrations scheduled for November 29, declared an “‘inter- 
national day of solidarity with the Palestinian people."’ The film 


is to be titled “The Palestinians do have right 


ts." 


The General Assembly has not, so far, decided that the people 
of Kurdistan have no rights; nor, for that matter, the people of 
East Timor, whose territory haa been illegally — in the 
Assembly's own opinion — annexed by Indonesia. But no 
festivities are, for the moment, being planned for the Kurds, or 
for the East Timorians, nor any films about their rights, either. 

The date chosen for the Palestinian celebration is in itself a 
sign of the macabre logic of the UN's well-oiled steamrolier 
majority. For this was, of course, the day, 31 years ago, when 
the General Assembly recommended the partitioning of 
Palestine into two states, one Arab, one Jewish. And it was the 
brazenly violent assault on that resolution by the Arab 
leadership that brought on what is often described as the 


Palestinian disaster. 


That assault sprang from the misguided belief that Arabs 
alone have national rights in the contested land. This remains 
the working premise of Arafat & Co., as enshrined in their Cove- 
nant, That is why their ultimate aim, denials notwithstanding, is 
the extirpation of the State of Israel. ΄ ᾿ 

The caricature worked out by the UN's “special unit" will sure- 
ly waste no footage on such trivial irrelevancies. It will take no 
special effort to dwell on the trail of innocent blood and wanton 
destruction left by the PLO terrorists around the world. Instead, 
it will portray the Palestinians as the guiltless victims of Zionist 


persecution. 


It will offer a carefully laundered version of the PLO, clean of 
any suggestion of crime — except of “guerrilla” warfare, 
employed, needless to say, only as a measure of ‘‘last resort." 

To be sure, this mendacious version of recent history should 
not come as any great surprise. Is it not, it could well be asked, 
but the natural expression of the mindless drift of the General 
Assembly's loquacity on the Middle East? And does this entire 
celebration matter one whit when set against the opening of the 
Israel-Egyptian peace talks in Washington, supported as they 
are, in essence, by a full four of the ‘big five’? ᾿ 

The answer is obvious. Yet it would be a mistake to dismiss 
the ‘Palestine day” affair as a tempest in a teapot. Vileness 
such as this must have consequences. 

In the U.S. Senate, a decision was taken to deduct the costs of 
the affair, and its expensive promotion, from America's annual 
contribution to the UN. In the end, the State Department per- 
suaded the Congress to make do with an expression of 


“outrage.” 


There is no reason for Israel to so rest content. Israel is under 
no moral — and arguably also under rio legal — obligation to 
support with its own funds propaganda aimed at undermining. 


its very existence. 


But perbaps the time has come for some more demonstrative 
measures. The General Assembly might well be advised that

THE RECENTL”” intensified discus- 
sion of the Holocaust engendered by 
the television film has left largely 
untouched its ‘‘*non-German"’ 
elements — which facilitated the 
application of the ‘Final- Solution" 
and made possible its hideous reach. 
Probably the most significant was 
the studied inaction, the deliberate 
acts of omission of the British and — 
to a lesser degree — American 
governments in refusing to make 
possible the rescue of large groups of 
Jewish men, women’ and children 
who, with the proffered collusion of 
Nazi officials, could have been 
saved; and in abstaining from 
damaging the machinery of exter- 
mination even where this was 
patently feasible. 

. This is not the least important of 
the elements vital to our understan- 
ding. and to our capacity to face, the 
challenge and the dangers of our own 
time, indeed of these very months. It 
is being demonstrated now in vivid 
horror no more than a hundred miles 
from our northern border: the at- 
titude and behaviour of the Christian 
Western powers towards the war of 
elimination being waged by the 
Syrians on thé Christian population 
of Lebanon. 

‘The ‘circumstances, the scope, the 
ideology, the method of the Syrian 
onslaught have nothing in common 
with the ungraspable dimensions of 
the Holocaust. But there is a thread 
of identity between the cold per- 
Mmissiveness of Churchill's Britiah 
and Roosevelt's American 
governments towards the Nazis’ war 
on the Jews, and the bland abandon- 
ment of the Lebanese Christians 
talbelt armed and by the 
U.S.. by France (their traditional 
“protectress") and by Britain. 

The history of the troubles in 
Lebanon since apring 1975 has been 
the execution of a Syrian plan for a 
Syrian purpose, indeed a complex of 
Syrian purposes. It is no accident 
that they began within weeks of the 
collapse (through a historic betrayal 
by Iran and by the U.S.) of the Kur- 
dish revolt in Iraq. That demolished 

* one of the few remaining islands of 
resistance to the unchanging pur- 
pose of Arab Moslem domination of 
the whole area between the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Persian Gult.
